Need of Increased Consump¬ 
tion of Alberta-Made Goods 
Stressed by Speakers 


Harvesting has again been held up 
this week, with light showers of rain 
occurring every day or two. Very 
little combining remains to he done 
but threshing outfits iei]uire a week or 
more favorable weather to get the 
bulk of the stooked crop threshed. 

Although storage capacities of the 
local elevators have not been taxed 
to capacity as yet, about 500,000 bush¬ 
els of wheat is in store at the local 
grain houses and a further consider¬ 
able amount is stored in farm granar¬ 
ies. Wheat shipments from Vulcan 
to date’total 307,000 bushels and from 
Kirkcaldy 147,000 bushels. The total 
yield for this district in the current 
year is estimated at close to a million 
and a half bushels. 

Wednesday morning an overcast 
sky and a light but steady fall of rain 
threatened to again delay harvesting 
operations for several days.

MacLachlan as follows: (1) Gaining 
control of the credit for the people; 
(2)' the rapid industrialization of the 
province; (8) increasing the purchas¬ 
ing power of the people.

An Editorial Viewpoint 
On All Phases Of War

The late Will Rogers had a great 
disgust of war, and was unceasing In 
his ironical comments. He was one of 
the advocates of the “cash in advance" 
policy for the would-be war makers of 
the age. The following is one at his 
classic observations on conscription of 
wealth: 

“Our public hien are speaking every 
day on something, but they ain’t say-, 
ing anything. But when Mr. Harding 
said that, in case of another war, that 
capital would be drafted 'the same as- 
men, he put over a thought that, if 
carried out, would do more to stop 
wars than all the International Courts 
and leagues of Nations in the world. 

“Of the three things to prevent wars 
—League of Nations, International

capitalistic system of private finance, 
if the people of the countries con¬ 
cerned choose to operate under those 
particular modes' of business organi¬ 
zation. 

But the very core*of the Nazi ideol¬ 
ogy as written out in great detail in 
Hitler’s Mein Kampf and practiced by 
Hitler’s actual military program is 
altogther another matter. Probably 
within our own generation the ques¬ 
tion which that ideology poses must 
lie answered by mankind and answered 
for all time to come. It is whether one 
nian ruling one nation shall make him¬ 
self master of all mankind. 

Certainly Hitler’s own newspaper 
told the bald truth last week when it 
said, in commenting on the British- 
French declaration of war that: “The 
price is the British Empire.” 

The totalitarian ideal already holds 
sway from the Rhine to the Pacific 
Ocean. Between an absolutely certain 
invasion of this continent from two 
oceans at once there stands in the old 
world the remaining bulwarks of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
the Republic of France. 

These two embattled nations are 
anything but perfect. I have spent 
most of my life, since the last war, 
criticizing the actions and inactions of 
the British governments, and of the 
governments of other so-called democ¬ 
racies including our own. I know 
that under our system throughout the 
so-called Commonwealth there exists 
the rankest kind of exploitation, leg¬ 
alized injustice, and many sorts of 
tolerated rottenness. 

Yet as I try to face all the facts 1 
ask myself this question; What kind 
of a ivorld would result if the British 
Empire were now to go down, like the 
torpedoed Athenia, leaving no evidence 
of its former position, save only the 
survivors of the disaster itself? 

W’ould the dominance of the Ger¬ 
mans under the leadership of a victor¬ 
ious Hitler or his heirs, do as much 
for the world in the next four hundred 
years as the British championing or 
human liberty, and international free¬ 
dom did in the past four centuries? 

1 do not think so. I think the world 
would be like one enormous concen¬ 
tration camp if the totalitarian forces

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ancients thought the sky was held 
' / ^ up on the shoulders of the giant Atlas.

Whether or not the struggle to halt 
(he sweep of dictatorship succeeds be¬ 
fore it becomes a really desperate 
fight depends on whether nr not 
enough individuals and nations, act in¬ 
telligently, and in time. Under the cir¬ 
cumstances Y think that Canada has 
done as much in the past two weeks as 
anyone could reasonably expect. If-1 
have any criticism of the King Gov¬ 
ernment’s action to date it is on the 
political and not the military score. 

But 1 confess I get a little annoyed 
with the perfervid jingoes who com¬ 
plain because Canada has not instant¬ 
ly raised a huge infantry force or al¬ 
ready chartered the ships to carry 
men overseas, somewhere or other, 
whether needed or not. The plain 
truth is that such people do not know 
what they are talking about. Britain 
and France may need the help of com¬ 
plete Canadian divisions, as from 1914 
to 1918, at some time in the future. 
Meanwhile, by reason of the steps al¬ 
ready taken, many more men are be¬ 
ing given preliminary training than 
was the case in the last war. The dif¬ 
ference is that now the Defence De¬ 
partment knows exactly what it is 
doing, and why. It is carrying out 
plans well known to the British War 
Office and long since approved by the 
latter for the use of just such a con¬ 
tingency as now exists. 

Situation Changed 
It cannot be too often stated or tdo 
clearly understood that this is not 
1914.

It is for this reason that the British 
loivernnlent has asked Canada to con- 
entrate in the production of airplanes 
and in training of aircraft pilots and 
mechanics. 

If 1 were Minister of Defence for 
Canada I would train pilots not by 
scores or hundreds but by thousands 
and tens of thousands. I would offer 
enlistment to young American pilots 
or would-be pilots in as large num¬ 
bers as would come. For the last war

Requests have come from Red Cross 
ladies and others that the Advocate pub¬ 
lish instructions in respect to the 
making of sweaters and socks for 
soldier supplies. The following guide 
has been taken from the Calgary Her¬ 
ald, and is on the authority of Mrs. 
(Brigadier) G. R. Pearkes. This is 
probably sufficiently authoritative to 
be a sterling and permanent guide. If 
r.ot, we will greatly regret the time 
and space consumed in copying the 
instructions. Those who are not 
good knitters had probably better re¬ 
frain from sock making for soldiers. 

V-Neck Pullover 

Seven balls four-ply khaki wool; 
pair No. 8 and pair No. 10 needles. 

Back—Cast on 100 stitches, knit 
four inches on No. 10 needles, 2 plain, 
2 purl. Knit plain stocking stitch 9 
inches. Cast off 5 stitches either end 
for armhole. Cast off 2. stitches be¬ 
ginning of next rows, knit 2 rows, cast 
off 8 stitches again beginning of next 
2 rows. Knit 6 inches stocking stitch 
but knit first and last six stitches of 
purl row to form band at armhole. Be¬ 
ginning of next purl row, knit 6, purl 
14, plain 42, purl 14, knit 6. Repeat 
for 7 ridges. Ca3t off 8 stitches at be¬ 
ginning of next 6 rows. Cast of re¬ 
mainder. 

• Front—Knit same as back, begin¬ 
ning first purl row after decreasing at 
armholes, knit 6 stitches, purl 32, knit 
6, purl .32, knit 6', repeat for two rid¬ 
ges. Knit 6, purl 31, knit 8, purl 31, 
knit 6 repeated for 2 ridges. Knit 6, 
purl 30, k 10, j 30, k 6. Repeat for 2 
ridges. This is base of V-neck. Halve 
having 44 stitches on either needle. De 
crease neck end at beginning of each 
row on first stitch, keeping band of 
six plain stitches 15 times. When arm¬ 
hole measures 8 inches from decreas¬ 
ing at bottom same as back, cast off 
8 stitches beginning of next 2 rows at 
armhole.

Knit 714 inches. 

Double heel. Divide stitches (16, 
16, 33), working 33 stitches only, turn 
and knit as follows: Frst row knit 1, 
purl across to last stitch, knit 1. 

Second row, k 1, slip 1 across row 
ending k 1. Repeat these two rows 15 
times (30 rows) about 2)4 inches.
